CUMMINGS SUGGESTS 


INVESTIGATION OF 


ANTI-TRUST LAWS 


ATTORNEY GENERAL WOULD 


HAVE CONGRESS PROBE 
ALLEGED INADEQUACIES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—(^/—At- 


torney-General Cummlngs recom- 
mended today a congressional in- 
vestigation of what he called the 
inadequacy of the anti-trust laws. 
He made the proposal in his 


annual report which also revived 
two features of President Roose- 
velt's defeated court reorganiza- 
tion bill.

These two proposals recalled the 


provisions in the Roosevelt court 
bill for a "proctor" to supervise 
the courts and for complete free-

While the

the last regular congressional ses- 
sion centered on the proposal to 
enlarge the supreme court, these 
provisions also were attacked. 


Opponents contended they would 


"centralize" the courts and allow 
creation of a "flying squadron" 
of judges who could be assigned 
to .hear cases In which the gov- 
ernment was interested.
